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UNION INVOKES 
ARBITRATION AS 
P.S.60. CONTRACT 
‘TALKS BOG DOWN 


Notifies Utility, Says Ne- 

- gotiations Have Con- 
vinced Workers Dis- 
pute Cannot Be Settled 
by Bargaining. . 


The streetcar and bus opera- 
tors’ union announced today it 
has invoked arbitration in its dis- 
pute with Public Service Co. over 
a new contract to replace the 
agreement that expires Dec. 31. 

Arthur E. East, president of 
the union, made public a letter 
to John L. Wilson, president of 
Public Service, in which ‘he de- 
clared conferences with manage- 
ment had convinced the union the 
dispute could not be settled 
through negotiation. 

Picks Former Arbitrator. 


The union notified the manage- 


ment it has named O. David Zim- 
ring of Chicago as its arbitrator 


on the three-member panel pro- 
vided for settlement of disputes 


under. terms of the present con- 
tract. It was Zimring who, rep- 
resenting the union in arbitra- 
tion of a wage dispute in 1947, 
walked out of the arbitration pro- 
ceedings and precipitated a mixup 
that led to'a two-week transit 
strike. 

In his letter, East asserted that 
Wilson last Nov. 13 had “categor- 
ically rejected” arbitration and 
thereby had refused to honor the 
present contract. Denouncing the 
Public Service Co. head and ac- 
cusing him of being “remiss in 
carrying out your responsibilities 
to employes and the public,” East 
expressed the hope that Wilson 
“will recognize that your position 
is untenable.” 

The letter was dispatched after 
the: operating employes had re- 
jected a new contract offered by 
the. management, primarily be- 
cause the company wants to dis- 
continue arbitration. 

Workers Reject “Package.” 
“At meetings’ held ‘yesterday 
morning and last night at Car- 
penters’ Hall, 3606 Cozens ave- 

nue, both day- and night-ssift 
workers voted uaneey 
against acceptance of the com- 
pany’s “package plan,” which 
coupled a wage increase with 
abolition of arbitration machin- 
ery. Approximately 1500 mem- 
bers of Local 788, AFL Amalga- 
mated Association of Street Elec- 
tric Railways & Motor 
Employes, cast their votes. , 

In a statement issued before he 
received East’s letter, Wilson to- 
day warned that the company 
would be forced to seek additional 
fare increases if burdened with 
“excessive labor costs.” 

The union, which represents 
4000 bus and streetcar operators, 
mechanics and other operating 
personnel, has ‘asked for a 40- 
hour week in place of the present 
48 hours of work, with no reduc- 
tion in wages, af well as a pay 
increase for operators who work 
only during rush hours. 

All-or-Nothing Package. 

The company, it is understood, 
proposed a new contract that 
would run for 18 instead of 12 
months, with’ a 5-cents-an-hour 
wage increase for the first nine 
months and an additional increase

To this suggestion Mayor Darst 
replied that the city’s general rev- 
enue fund for the fiscal year 1947- 
'48 got $1,278,190 from personal 
property taxes, whereas total col- 
lections amounted to about $3,- 
500,000. Most of this went to the 
state, to schools, interest and sink- 
ing funds, public library, art mu- 
seum and the Zoo in Forest Park. 

Big Increase Needed. 

“To get the money we must 
have to stay out of-the red,” the 
Mayor said, “we would have to 
ask the people to pay five times 
as much as they now do in per- 
sonal property taxes.” 

The total assessment for per- 


is $129,000,000, Mayor Darst said. 
Doubling or even tripling it would 
net begin to match the yield of 
the city’s earnings tax, which is 
estimated at $8,000,000 annually. 

Legality of increasing the as- 
sessments was questioned by 
Darst, who explained that the 
city is required to make assess- 
ments on personal property un- 
der the terms of a state law 
and assessments must, by law, 
be uniform over the. state, sub- 
ject to review by a state Board 
of Equalization. 

Burden On Auto Owners. 

Automobiles are the chief source 
of income under the personal 
property tax law, Darst said. To 
double or triple the assessments 
on automobiles would obviously 
work an undue hardship on many 
people. Furthermore, he said, the 
trend of cities is away from per- 
sonal property taxes because of 
the high cost of making such tax 
collections. 

The Governor also suggested 
that the city might submit a 
charter amendment setting up an 
earnings tax to the people of St. 
Louis in an election. The Mayor 
replied that it was his under- 
standing that the Charter Com- 
mittee of the Board of Free- 
holders is considering the inclu- 
sion of an earnings tax clause in 
the proposed new charter. 

Gov. Smith’s suggestions were 
made yesterday at a press con- 
ference in Jefferson City after 
the Mayor had said here that he 


expected a special session of the d

PITTSBURGH, Pa. Dec. 16 
(AP)—United States Steel Corp., 
biggest steel producer in the na- 
tion, increased its steel prices 
about $4 a ton today. Other top 
basic steel producers are ex- 


pected to follow the leader. 

However, congressional invest: 
gators are trying to head off a 
general steel price increase be- 
cause of the inflationary effect it 
would: have on America’s 
economy. 

Senator O’Mahoney (Dem.), 
Wyoming, chairman of the Joint 
Congressional Economic Commit- 
tee, said he expects the commit- 
tee to investigate Big Steel’s ac- 
tion after Christmas. 

He asserted the price increase 
was unjustified and would have 
an inflationary effect just when 
business leaders should be strug- 
gling to hold the lid on prices. 
Effect on Consumer Uncertain. 

Watching the developments si- 
lently is the consumer, who ulti- 
mately will have to pay more for 
hundreds of articles if a general 
price increase develops. For ex- 
ample guesses range from $7 to 
$60 as to the increase in the cost 
of producing an automobile as a 
result of the rise in steel. Car 
makers might absorb part or all 
of this, or they might not. 

Another question was whether 
the steel increase would result 
‘in union demands for increased 
wages. 


Meramec river basin, from the 
standpoint of flood protection for 
the lower Meramec valley and 
for Southeast Missouri, were 
heard today at the fourth and 
final hearing on the projects in 
Assembly Hall No. 1, Kiel Audi- 
torium. They were booed and 
heckled by opponents of the plan, 
residents of the Meraméc basin 
region. 

Milton Redd, spokesman for 
Mayor W. J. Brignole of Vailey 
Park, J. G. Puster and David E. 
Houlle of Valley” Park, told of 
the recurrent damage and danger 
of floods in that town, and said 
this condition held back business 
development. Houlle was booed 
by the basin group in the audi- 
ence when he said that the plan 
would mean damage to the minor- 
ity and benefit to the majority. 

Donnell Attends Hearing. 

United States Senator Forrest 
C. Donnell, who was in the audi- 
ence, was called on by Col. R. E. 
Smyser Jr., St. Louis district 
Army engineer, who presided. 

“I have not arrived at a de- 
cision,” the Senator said. “I am 
here to get ‘information, and it is 
a privilege to listen to these pro- 
ceedings.” : 

R. B. Oliver Jr., Cape Girar- 
deau attorney, spoke in support 
of the plan, and was booed so 
loudly that Col. Smyser reminded 
the objectors that both sides had 
to be heard. 

Oliver represented two local 
levee associations in Cape Girar- 
deau, which is.on the Mississippi 
about 100 miles south of the Mer- 
amec’s mouth. He said the dams 
proposed for the Meramec would 
lessen the danger of floods on 
the . Mississippi and damage to 
crops. He said that with the Mer- 
amec’s flood waters impounded, 
Mississippi floods would be re- 
duced four feet on the Chester 
(Ill.) gauge, and two and one-half 


feet on the Cairo gauge. 


Big Steel’s action wasn’t a sur- 
prise, however. Such action has 
been expected ever since the in- 
dustry ended a 42-day strike Nov. 
11 by agreeing to pay $100 
monthly pensions, including so- 
cial security, for worker retiring 
at 65, and to pay half the cost of 
a 5-cents-per-man-hour welfare 
program. 

Increased Costs Cited. 

United States Steel President 
Benjamin F. Fairless said the 
new prices “reflect actual and ap- 
proaching changes in the cost of 
production.” Referring to the new 
contract won by Philip Murray's 
C.I.0. United Steel Workers, he 
declared mounting expenses of 
operation include “the substantial 
highér costs to result when our 
new insurance and pension pro- 
grams become effective.” 

Murray said he had no com- 
ment until he sees the full list of 
price changes. When the strike- 
ending contract was signed last 
month, he said he did not believe 
a steel price boost was’ justified. 
At the same time, United States 
Steel announced the price in- 
crease in steel, it promised to cut 
the prices of tin mill products— 
such as the tin plate used for 
tin cans. Beginning Jan. 1, prices 
will’go down about $3.30 a ton, 
The reduction reflects recent de- 
clines in the price of tin. 

Big Steel left unchanged the 
price of its stainless steel prod- 
ucts. 

Some Items Up $29.50 a Ton. 
Although Fairless put the aver- 
age increase at $4 a ton, increases 
ranged as high as $29.50 a ton— 
the boost on electrical sheets used 
in the construction of electrical 
equipment: and motors. 

In tonnage prices, the average 
increase in unfinished steel would 
amount to $2 a ton, plus another 
$2 a ton when the steel is fin- 
ished—a total of $4 or about 4 
per cent. The average price of 
steel becomes almost $100 a ton. 
The increases would give Big 
Steel a net increase in revenue

The excise taxes are those on 
items like cameras, furs, jewelry, 
cosmetics and light bulbs. 

Truman told a press conference 
at Key West, Fla., yesterday that 
Treasury and congressional au- 
thorities are trying to determine 
whether the wartime excise rates 
can be repealed. 

These men, the President said, 
are considering the whole ques- 
tion of new taxes and balancing 
the budget. He parried a ques- 
tion whether he would ask Con- 
gress for new taxes in order to 
get a balance. 

Key lawmakers have indicated 
strongly that Congress is not in- 
clined to go along with any re- 
quest for a tax boost, although it 
would approve a cut in excise 
levies. 

Some excise taxes were put on 
for the first time during the war 
and some were increased. They 
bring in around $3,500,000,000 a 
year. That doesn’? include the 
take from taxes on tobacco, rail- 
road tickets, movie tickets, night 
‘clubs bills and a few other 
things. 

Congressional authorities esti- 
mate the Government would lose 
$2,300,000,000 a year by going 
back to the excise tax system in 
effect on Dec. 7, 1941. 

All tax bills start out in the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. One of its members, Repre- 
sentative Lynch (Dem.) New York, 
reacted this way to President Tru- 
man’s remarks at Key West: 

“I think definitely excise taxes, 
if they can’t be repealed, should 
be .reduced. at least 50 per cent. 
I'd favor repeal.” 

He told a reporter that “abso- 
lutely” he things the way to bal- 
ance the budget is to cut spend- 
ing instead of upping taxes. 

The chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee, Representative 
Doughton (Dem.), North Carolina, 
is on record as favoring a program 
that would include cuts in a great 
many of the war excise taxes— 
especially those on communication 
and transportation—railroad tick- 
ets and telephone bills. 

House Republicans have been 
clamoring for a long time for 
lower excise taxes.

Official Says Executive 
Powers Will Be Used 
to Press Civil Rights 
Program. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 (AP)— 
Two Southern members of Con- 
gress said today the Truman Ad- 
ministration had better _ refrain 
from broadening new civil rights 
housing regulations if it wants 
Congress to approve more home- 
building legislation. 

At the same , a high Gov- 
ernment official told a reporter 
that the Administration “will take 
full advantage of its executive 
powers” to achieve the objectives 
of Presidént Truman’s hotly-dis- 
puted civil rights program. _—i. 

“But,” this official added, “we 
are going to be very careful not 
to take any steps on our own 
which require prior authorization 
by Congress.” He asked not to 
be identified by name. 

The go-slow advice came from 
Senators Sparkman (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, and Johnston-(Dem.), South 
Carolina. They spoke out after 
two Government agencies an- 
nounced that new rules, curbing 
the use of agreements which re- 
strict the selection of tenants, will 
go into effect Feb. 15. 

The agreements, or covenants, 
are those which’ bar sale or rent 
of dwellings to persons or cer- 
tain races or creeds. 

FHA Announcement. 

The Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration said last night it will deny 
home loan insurance, or mortgage 
financing, in.any. case where a 
covenant is filed in the public 
records after Feb. 15. The Vet- 
erans’ Administration announced 
that after that time it would not 
back up new mortgage guarantees 
in cases where a public covenant 
is discovered. : 

Unwritten covenants are not af- 
fected. Nor are agreements and 
loans prior to Feb. 15. 

Fa ay FHA amendments provide 
at: 


1. Mortgages will not be in- 
sured by the agency after Feb. 
15 if “a restriction upon the 
sale or occupancy of the mort- 
gaged property, on the basis*of 
race, color or creed, has been 
filed of record.” 


2. In the case of insured 

loans, the mortgagor must cer- 
tify that until the mortgage has 
been paid in full he will not 
file for record any racial re- 
striction on the sale or use of 
the property. 
- 3. The entire aid mort- 
gage would. be’'™ ediately 
due and ‘payable” in cases 
where a mortgagor violated the 
anti-discrimination rules. ‘ 


The outline of the new policy 
Was announced early this month 
by Solicitor General Philip B. 
Perlman. He said the Truman | 
Administration would cut off fed- 
eral financing for any new dwell- 
ings where occupancy is restric- 
ted on the grounds of race or re- 
ligion. 

But the next day FHA Chief 
Franklin D. Richards issued a 
“clarifying statement” which said 
the new rules would not attempt 
to control “any owner in deter- 
mining what tenants he shall 
have or to whom he shall sell his 
property.” 

Last night’s announcements by 
the FHA and the veterans agency 
disclosed a program which ap- 
peared to be much narrower in 
scope than that indicated by Perl- 
man. Instead, they seemed to 
Bear out Richards’s forecast.

NEW YORK, Dec. 16 (AP)— 
Despite a marked decline in the 
attendance figures of other major 
sports, college football crowds 
showed a surprising 1.3 per cent 
increase this year over the 
bumper turnouts of 1948. 

An Associated Press survey of 
88 major schools disclosed that 
only in the East and Far West 
did college football follow the 
downtrend of other sports. The 


East fell 2.5 and the Far West 
2.2 per cent from the figures of 
1948. But 1948 was a good year, 
showing an increase of 4.3 per 
cent over 1947. 

All other sections of the coun- 
try were up, paced by the South’s 
5.7 per cent climb. The Midwest, 
with Michigan in the van, upped 
its crowds 49 per cent. The 
Southwest, with Southern Meth- 
odist’s weekly jam sessions lend- 
ings a big hand, rose 2.1 per cent. 

The 88 institutions this year 
played 444 games, drawing a total 
of 12,398,157 customers. Last 
year, the same schools, in 443 
home games, attracted 12,005,625 
fans. ; 

The average per game for 1949 
was 27,294. For the 1948 it was 
27,162.

He sentenced Smith to 
10 days in the city jail and then 
reduced the period to seven days 
when Deputy Sheriff Vincent Mc- 
Cormack pointed out that “10 
days won't get him out by 
Christmas.”

WEEK'S STORE SALES 
OFT IN DOLLAR VOLUME 


2 Pct. Decline in St. Louis as 
~ Compared With Last 
Year. 


Dollar volume of department 
store sales in St. Louis declined 
2 per cent in the week ended last 
Saturday, as compared with the 
same period a year ago, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of St. Louis 
reported today. The decrease re- 
ported here was less than the dis- 
trict as a whole, in which volume 
was Off 3 per cent from a year 
ago. 

For the four-week period 
ended last Saturday, sales in St. 
Louis dropped 7 per cent and for 
the year to date the decrease 
was 6 per cent, compared with 
similar periods last year. 

Greatest decline in the Eighth 
Federal Reserve District, of which 
St. Louis is a part, was reported 
from Little Rock, Ark., where 
sales for the week were 8 per 
cent below those of a year ago. 
Combined sales in Alton, East St. 
Louis, FB rrisburg and Quincy ‘in 
Illinois and in Springfield, Mo.; 
Fort Smith, Ark., and Evansville, 
Ind., were down 6 per cent for 
the week, 

Throughout the nation, depart- 
mert stores reported sales for the 
week were 4 per cent under the 
same week last year. Th Minne- 
apolis and Kansas City districts 
reported increases of 3 per cent 
and 1 per cent, respectively. All 
of the other 12 districts showed 
declines. 


FARM FEDERATION REJECTS 
SUBSIDY PLAN OF BRANNAN 


CHICAGO, Dec. 16 (AP)—The 
American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion has rejected flatly the Bran- 
nan plan for direct subsidies to 
farmers. 

The action was taken yesterday 
at the close of the group’s an- 
nual meeting. 

The federation’s 5000 agricul- 
tural leaders from 48 states voted 
in favor of continuing and mak- 
ing more flexible the compromise 
farm support program enacted by 
Congress this year.

Britain’s share of the billion-dol- 
lar North Atlantic treaty arms 
program may not be more than 
$20,000,000. France, they pointed 
out, will get the largest arms aid, 
Britain “by far the smallest.” 
But the agreement as drawn 
now, these sources said, would 
make Britain responsible for 
American forces which might be 
stationed in the United Kingdom, 
“somewhat on the basis of mutual 
lend-lease.” The British say they 
don’t oppose such a proposal in 
principle. But they fear it may 
require them to spend a lot, not 
only, for upkeep of troops but 
also to maintain their stores and 
equipment. 
Official sources said Britain’s 
position under the mutual aid 
program differs greatly from 
that of other Atlantic pact na- 
tions, since this country has al- 
ready made substantial contribu- 
tions to western European de- 
fense. 
Britain also is reported object- 
ing to clauses in the draft agree- 
ment limiting the transfer of 
American - supplied equipment 
outside the North .Atlantic area. 
The British don’t like these be- 
cause they would prevent them 
sending equipment to such an 
empire outpost as Malaya or 
Hong Kong, for example, without 
Washington's approval. 
Negotiations for the bilateral 
arms aid pact are going on in 
Washington. 


French Expect to Get U.S. Air- 
craft Carrier. 

PARIS, Dec. 16 (AP)—France 
will get a United States aircraft 
carrier as part of Atlantic Pact 
aid, National Defense Minister 
Rene Pleven said today. He spoke 
at a budget hearing before the 
National Defense Committee of 
the National Assembly. 

Pleven insisted on 1950 mili- 
tary credits of 420 billions francs 
or $1,200,000,000. This is only 18 
per cent of the total budget, he 
said, while comparative figures 
for other countries are: Britain, 
23 per cent; the United States, 33 
per cent; Holland, 19 per cent; 
Italy, 19.5 per cent, and Russia, 
19 per cent. 

Pleven said he would insist on 
help from other Atlantic Pact 
nations for the French Air Force, 
which now totals 60,000 men. He 
said the Army would be cut down 
from 320,000 men to 310,000 men 
in 1950. 


JESSUP TO LEAVE 
STATE DEPT. FOR 


JOB AS PROFESSOR 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
is confronted with the loss of an- 
other of his top aids in the direc- 
tion of American foreign policy. 

The State Department  an- 
nounced last night that Philip C. 
Jessup will resign as Ambassador 
at Large when he returns early 
next year from his survey mis- 
sion to the Far East. He plans 
to return to his international law 
professorship at Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

Jessup was named Ambassador 
last March and has represented 
the United States in the United 
Nations and in negotiations with 
Russia on the Berlin blockade. 

George F. Kennan, chief of the 
State Department policy planning 
staff, expects to resign in June. 
George V. Allen has already re- 
signed as assistant Secretary of 
State in charge of public affairs

ARCHEOLOGISTS NOW SPOT 
NEOLITHIC RUINS FROM AIR 


FOGGIA, Italy (AP)—War ex- 
periences have led a young Brit- 
ish professor to important arche- 
ological discoveries of southeast- 
ern Italy. Prof. John Bradford, 
of Oxford University, was a Royal 
Air Force pilot during World War 
II. In his flights over the Gar- 
gano plateau, he noticed traces of 
neolithic ruins hitherto unmen- 
tioned in archeological textbooks. 

He came back after the war. 
So far he has discovered the me- 
dieval village of Salpi. * It is of 
interesting historic value and its 
full plan is clearly outlined from 
the aerial photographs. Another 
unknown Village was discovered 
by the party near Torrione del 
Casone, on the highway Pescara 
Lecce. 

Prof. Bradford’s use of aerial 
photography for archeological re- 
search is completely new in Italy. 
The British used it widely, espe- 
cially in the Mesopotamian desert, 
to trace the ancient Assyrian 
towns between the two wars. 


RULES FOR HUNGER STRIKERS 
MADE TOUGHER IN INDIA 


They're making things tougher 
for would-be hunger-strikers in 
the United Provinces.

Manchester Guardian. ““The Amer- 
icans paid nearly three times our 
wage rates, but their production 
cost was over one third less than 
ours,” he writes. 

Three Tain Causes. 

There are three main causes of 
Britain’s low productivity, in the 
judgment of both American ang 
British experts: There are things} 
wrong with British industry's 


to increase British productivity 
by American methods. 7 
Causes Rooted in History. 

The task the British face is one 
of appalling difficulty,. however— 
as the visitors are better aware 
than are some impatient Ameri- 
cans. For the causes of Brit- 
ain’s low productivity lie deep in 
British history. Britain is not in- 
efficient out of preference or per- 
verseness. It is inefficient as a 
result of its industrial—and other 
—history. 

The effective use of machinery 
requires a high degree of stand- 
ardization of products, and both 
of these things require a huge 
market, made up of customers 
who will accept standardization 
and who also will lend them- 
selves to the sometimes deaden- 
ing disciplines and other robot 
— of production line meth- 
ods. 


mentality, its morale and its ma- 
chines. 

The British use too few ma- 
chines, and too many of those 
they do use are out of date. The 
machines are badly set up and 
badly spaced in factories. Ma- 
terials are not kept conveniently 
handy to the men who -must use 
them. Too many men are em- 
ployed per machine in use. There 
are too many clerical, adminis- 
trative and custodial employes 
per workman. 

There are only three horse- 
power of mechanical energy per 
industrial workman in Britain, 
whereas there are between six 
and seven per workman in Amer- 
ican industry. 

The United States has long ex- 
celled Britain in this respect. The 
average Briton used only 27.1 
horsepower hours of mechanical 
energy a day in 1937, for ex- 
ample, whereas the average 
American used 37.6. In terms 
of manpower, 
every man, woman and child in 
the United States used the equiv- 
alent of eight hours of physical 
labor by 56 men every day that 
year, whereas the average Briton 
used only the equivalent of few- 
er than 41 men working eight 
hours. 

Psychological Factors. 

But psychological factors are 
even more responsible for British 
inefficiency than material faetors 
are, in the view of some of Brit- 
ain’s hardest-headed industrialists 
and trade unionists. 

This is notably true of the dele- 
gation of labor and management 
from the British steel industry. 

“The physical basis of high 
productivity (in the United States) 
is the use of the machine,” the 
British report, but “the funda- 
mental causes” are “mainly psy- 
chological.”

This is the nonpartisan organi- 
zation created to promote adop- 
tion of the recommendations of 
the Commission on Organization 
of the Executive Branch of the 
Government, which was headed 
by former President Herbert 
Hoover.

Dewey Anderson, director of 
the Public Affairs Institute and 
one of the Fair Deal “economic 
architects” told the Post-Dispatch 
today Hoover’s speech made him 
so “mad” he resolved to resign 
from the Citizens’ Committee. 

Hoover’s “Old Line.” 

“T listened very carefully to the 
speech,” he said, “and I must say 
that no American liberal who's 
worth his salt has a place on this 
committee. Why, that was Hoov- 
er’s old line, taken right out of 
one of his campaign speeches for 
the presidency. He’s for a limited 
government, a ceiling on public 
expenditures. Heaven knows, lib- 
erals are interested in economy, 
but that’s not our position and 
we oughtn’t to be trapped.” 

The part of Hoover’s speech 
that irked Anderson and other 
progressives with whom the Post- 
Dispatch discussed the matter was 
that in which he called attention 
to the federal government's “dif- 
ficult financial situation.” He 
noted the 43-billion-dollar expen- 
diture this fiscal year and the an- 
ticipated deficit of five billions. 

“T believe it may be much 
greater for the next fiscal year,” 
Hoover went on. “We may be 
turning two frankensteins loose 
in the land. Their terrifying 
mizmes are ‘higher taxes’ and ‘in- 
tlzetion.’

he farmers made good account: of 
themselves that year. True, they were 
-8omewhat late in getting a crop planted. 
I had 50 acres of corn in the Big River 
bottom, at least half in low bottom, 
which yielded in excess of 50 bushels 
per acre and matured. 

He did not ask anything about the 
crops below the Wappapello dam in 
1945, which is a project similar to the 
thre proposed dams in the Meramec 
Basin. Reports say the water was over 
the lowlands for more than 70 days that 
year. 

The farms in the flood area of the 
proposed Cedar Hill dam are definitely 
owner-operated farms and are not owned 
by wealthy absentee owners who op- 
erate at a loss. There are plenty of 
wealthy men who would like to own 
some of them, but they have not been 
for sale. The third generation is op- 
erating more than one of these farms. 

Let's work with nature and not against 
her. Let’s follow the practices that are 
recommended by agricultural extension 
agents and our Conservation Commis- 
sion. These practices are already well 
under way. Grass is growing on the 
“eroded” fields, scientific farming is 
building the soil back, contour farming 
and terracing are increasing by leaps 
and bounds. Soil-depleting crops are 
being confined more and more to the 
fertile bottom lands. 

The water table is getting lower and 
lower. We. must not let this continue. 
We must Iet water soak back into the

_ beauty and recreational facilities of the 
Meramec Valley, including the Onon- 
daga Cave and surrounding sanctuary 
of which I am the owner. The Onon- 
daga Wildlife Sanctuary, comprising 
over 900 acres of land, borders the 
Meramec river for a mile and a half. 
In the sanctuary are located Onondaga 
Cave and Cathedral Cave. As many as 
2000 people a day visited the area 
during the past year. 

The dam at Meramec State, Park 
which the engineers propose to build, 
will flood a very substantial part of the 
cave when the navigation pool is full. 
At full flood stage the lake will destroy 
practically all of Onondaga Cave and 
will come within a ‘few feet of the 
space now occupied by the restaurant, 
office and souvenir shop. 

This will help your readers to realize 
the extreme damage and destruction of 
property which will result when the 
water level in the pool above the dam 
is raised 68 feet.

Strictly Commercial 
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Questions on the Meramec 


Out of the welter of charges and counter- 
charges about the proposed dams én the Mera- 
mec river basin, one coherent fact emerges. This 
is that Missouri had better weigh the arguments 
on both sides with a critical eye. 

The State Government’s engineers and special- 
ists in soil conservation and fish and wildlife 
and recreation had better get their heads to- 
gether and figure out the best plan. 

The subject is important enough to justify 
Gov. Smith in putting it before disinterested 
outside engineers, conservationists and other 
specialists if necessary. 

To the credit of the Army Engineers let it be 
said that they are holding prompt public hear- 
ings on the Meramec, the concluding one in St. 
Louis today at Kiel Auditorium. This perform- 
ance is in contrast with their record of hearings 
on the Current river, most of which over a 
period of years were held in Arkansas, requiring 
Missourians to make unusual efforts in order to 


_be fully heard. 


Missourians already knew, from personal ex- 
perience with the Army Engineers’ plans for the 
Missouri Valley, that they had better do their 
own checking up, and could accomplish some- 
thing by it. On the Osage, former Gov. Donnelly 
had contended that Missouri would sacrifice too 
much and gain too little under the Army Engi- 
neers’ plans. After a study by the state’s en- 
gineers and others, the Army Engineers agreed 
to a revision which they admitted would benefit 
the state more and save 124,000 acres. 

The Army Engineers are notoriously limited 
in their interests to navigation and flood control. 
Until very recent years they have been unre- 
sponsive to all appeals for.soil conservation, 
forestation, fish and wildlife, and recreation to 
be considered along with flood control and navi- 
gation in their planning. , 

It was charged in the public hearing at Sulli- 
van this week that the Army Engineers had mis- 
represented to the public the role which 13 


. federal and state agencies concerned with those 


other areas of interest played in developing the 
Meramec basin plan. 

The Army Engineers have been presenting 
that system to the public as the product of the 
13 joint agencies, but the inter-agency group 
did not recommend high dams, according to 
W. W. Horner, who was chairman of the com- 
mittee combining these agencies. Mr. Horner 
owns property which he considers would be ad- 
versely affected by the high dams, and might be 
prejudiced by a personal interest. 

Gov. Smith has announced he will eall to- 
gether the departments of the State Govern- 
ment to whittle out a policy. In that process: 
the broadest view of the problems should be 
taken. Missouri cannot justifiably put itself 
in the position of being unwilling to make sacri- 
fices for the sake of Mississippi river flood con- 
trol and navigation in Tennessee and Mississippi 
and Louisiana. 

For Missouri, in its own turn, wants flood 
control, for which it expects Montana and Wy- 
oming, the Dakotas and Nebraska and Kansas to 
make sacrifices. Such sacrifices would be re- 
quired to carry out any sort of Missouri Valley 
development, including an MVA. The principle of 
controlling rivers with engineering works, and 
the principle of sacrifices by one state for the 
sake of other states in the engineering of river 
control, is agreed upon. The question on the 
Meramec is the extent and effectiveness of the 
application of these principles. 

It is not enough to say, as the State Division 
of Resources and Development says, that a 
series of 75 small dams would be better for rec- 
reation. Recreation is not all that has to be 
considered, even for Missouri alone. Flood con- 
trol and stabilization of stream flow for sanita- 
tion in Missouri and improvement of flood con- 
trol and navigation in the Lower Mississippi 
river should be considered. 

Gov. Smith and his aides should be encour- 
aged to take all the time and do’all the work 
necessary to settle their doubts about what 
should be done in the Meramec basin.

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Steamed Up Over Nothing 


There is a silly stir among some G.O.P. Con- 
gressmen over the proposed query about income 
in the 1950 census questions. In 1940, census 
takers asked, among other things, whether the 
person being enumerated earned less than $5000 
in wages.

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New York Bucks the Racket 


Public officials in New York are more re- 


sponsive to public complaints, it would seem, 
than are those of St. Louis. At least, the legal 
staff of the New York Public Service Commis- 
sion is trying to find a way to rescue the peo- 
ple who are complaining about the racket and 
the plug-uglies pumped at them in Grand Cen- 
tral Terminal, a racket very similar to that 
which now victimizes St. Louis bus and street- 
car riders. 

That Easterners resent such an invasion of 
their privacy—such a violation of their right to 
be let alone—is made clear by a page of protest 
in the current New Yorker. From it, we quote: 

The radio people have a word for the 
kind of audience assembled in Grand Cen- 


tral Terminal and in the streetcars. The 
radio people call it the “captive” audience. 


They are generally agreed that the captive 
audience proves. very attractive to the ad- 
vertiser—in the same way that a fly tangled 
in a web is attractive to the spider, or a frog 
immobilized by fear is attractive to the 
snake. 

An audience in captivity is a new stunt in 
this republic, although it is old stuff else- 
where. Hitler captured his audience and 
found it quite useful while it lasted. The 
Soviet leaders have their audience nailed 
down fast and are currently finding it use- 
ful. And now the soapmakers of America 
realize that there is such a thing as the Lit- 
tle Man Who Can't Reach the Knob. Their 
response to this exciting news has been a 
mighty roar of approval: “We've got him at 
last. Pour it on!” 

The New Yorker, we fear, is a bit hard on 
soapmakers and advertisers in general. So far 
as St. Louis experience goes, only a few of them 
are running the risk of offending uncounted rid- 
ers for the sake of an immediate gain in sales. 
But as the New. Yorker itself suggests, this is 
hot a matter to be judged by commercial stand- 

It is a matter of respect for the 
rights of others—even if they should happen to 
be a minority. It is a matter, too, of what may 
happen in a democracy when freedom is thus 


undervalued. This could be the ideological acorn, 


the seed of the oak of totalitarian regimentation. 


That is why it is good to note that the New 
York State Public Service Commission is con- 
cerned, and that is why it is disturbing to note

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Steel Goes Up 


While a rise in the price of steel is unwelcome 
for the national economy, whether it is necessary 
is a far more difficult problem. Senator O’Ma- 
honey, who thinks the increase is most unneces- 
sary, promises a congressional investigation. 

Steel is a private business of public concern. 
During the recent dispute between the industry 
and the CIO steel workers, the President’s fact- 
finding board advised against a wage increase. 
It did so for fear that higher wages would lead 
to higher steel prices, “with adverse effects on 
the general economy.” . | 

The fact-finders went farther than this. They 
noted that the steel industry was making record 
profits. And they said that if these profits did 
not result in lower steel prices benefiting con- 
sumers, then the union would be justified in 
renewing its wage demands. 

Since the CIO accepted this proposition, it is 
now “appalled” by the price rise. Union officers 
point out that the President’s board thought 
pensions and insurance could be paid without a 
price increase. The situation, however, is far 
more complex than this. 

While the fact-finders estimated the costs of 
pensions and insurance at 10 cents an hour for 
each employe, the union actually obtained a wel- 
fare plan that was somewhat better than this. 

How much better? One steel spokesman esti- 
mates the benefits would add $2.75 to the cost 
of producing a ton of steel. In addition, the 
industry emphasizes the effect of the recent rise 
in freight rates. Do these add up to the $4 a 
ton price increase? 

Balanced against the new production costs are 

the steel industry’s vast earnings. United States 
Steel reports a net income of $133,000,000 for 
the first nine months of the year, This was 
equal to $4.38 a common share, against $965 a 
share for the same period in 1948. 
' Pensions and insurance, the President’s board 
said, must be considered a part of business ex- 
pense. They provide for “depreciation in the 
And if, contrary to the belief

finders, the cost of such depreciation is a higher 
price for steel, the nation will have to pay it. 

But this is the question which promises trou- 
blesome hours for the Joint Economic Commit- 
tee of Congress. Whether the price rise is justi- 
fied or not, the answer is of serious public 


interest. 
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. Political Advance in Ohio 


Ohio has taken a long step forward on the 
road to better state government. Thanks to a 
ruling by its Supreme Court, the Buckeye state 
now has official approval for the office-type bal- 
lot which its voters approved last month. 

The office-type ballot takes the place of the 
old party-column ballot. This makes it impossi- 
ble to vote for every nominee of a party by plac- 
ing an X at the top of the column. Under this 
ballot nominees are grouped by offices sought, 
with their parties listed after their names. The 
voter marks an X in the square in front of each 
nominee he wishes to support. 

. The chief merit of this kind of ballot is that it 
militates against sweeping out good local of- 
ficials just because of a change nationally or in 
the state. Conversely, it is protection against 
carrying hacks and worse into office along with 
the top of the ticket. 

Since the Freeholders favor continuation of 
St. Louis’ elections on a major party basis, does 
not the office-type ballot interest them? It 
would be a step in the direction of less partisan- 
ship in municipal affairs. We think the Free- 
holders would be interested in learning about 
the experience with this ballot in California, 
Massachusetts and other states which led to its 


adoption in Ohio.

Atomic Piffle 


Radio Commentator Fulton Lewis Jr., who 
was responsible for the publicity given G. Racey 
Jorday’s sensational and wholly unsubstantiated 
story of alleged atomic treason in high places, 
now has lent his, and his listeners’, ears to an 
apparently equally ridiculous tale. 

Royall Edward Norton, a Clemson College 
student who used to be a United States Navy 
petty officer at a lend-lease base in Kodiak, 
Alaska, is excited because he saw, he said, an 
“atomic blueprint” which was sent to Russia in 
1944. Norton said the blueprint had on it the 
number 92—uranium’s number in the atomic 
table—and showed “protons and neutrons and 
their valence.” 

If Norton or Lewis had taken the trouble to 
talk for a couple of minutes to a faculty mem- 
ber in the physics or chemistry departments at 
Clemson, they could have discovered that the 
number of neutrons and protons in uranium is 
about as secret, and about as new, as the num- 
ber of wings on the Wright Brothers’ biplane. 
In fact, there hasn’t been any particular secret 
about the structure and properties of uranium, 


. including the theoretical possibility that it could 


be used in an atomic bomb, since long before 
the recent war. 

Of such stuff does Lewis fabricate his broad- 
casts. He is toying with one of the most des- 
perately serious problems facing the United 
States and the world—the development and con- 
trol of atomic energy.

When it comes to handling murder themes on 
television, so often done so badly, two programs 
this week handled their killings with kid gloves. 
Each illustrated the great difference between 
violence as an element incidental to good drama, 
and violence for the sake of violence and a 
large audience.

The testimony of Lt. Gen. Leslie R. 
Groves should immediately and complete- 
ly explode the latest scare story about 
“leakage of atomic materials” through 
Harry Hopkins and Henry Wallace to So- 
viet Russia. It should also give news 
commentators and columnists like Fulton 
Lewis Jr., who was primarily responsible 
for the stunt, reason to think twice about 
the dangers of blowing up such a story. 
Finally, it should ~~ 
make the American 
press and its readers 
appreciate anew the 
value of objective re- 
porting, as distinct 
from this sort of 
sensation-mongering. 

Gen. Groves, who 
was wartime head of 
the atomic bomb 
project, has told the 
House Committee on 
Un-American Activi- 
ties that neither Har- 
ry Hopkins nor Hen- 
ry Wallace ever tried 
to get atomic se- 
crets or materials from him for the Rus- 
sians. That single statement was enough 
to pull the rug from under Mr. Lewis and 
his star witness, ex-Maj. G. Racey Jordan 
of the Air Force’s base at Great Falls, 
Mont., where the alleged leaks of atomic 
materials occurred during the war. As for 
what is left of the story, Harold N. Graves 
Jr. of our Washington bureau put the 
various details in proper perspective. 


As pointed out in that account, many 
newspapers see a grave danger in the grip 
which such commentators and columnists 
have gained @n the attention of the Amer- 
ican people. The presentation of opinion 
in the guise of fact, which is the stock-in-

trade of syndicated columnists and their 
counterparts on the radio, seems to us to 
blur a distinction that is vital to healthy 
journalism. That is why, as a matter of 
policy, these newspapers have discontin- 
ued the daily use of syndicated columns. 


The American press, in general, is the 
strongest press in the world. One factor 
more than any other has contributed to 
its strength—the quality of its objective 
reporting. American newspaper readers 
have come to expect and demand a clear 
differentiation between facts as expressed 
in the news columns and opinion as ex- 
pressed on the editorial page. To the ex- 
tent that columnists and commentators 
weaken that reader habit, they weaken 
the American press. 


Worse, they weaken American democra- 
cy. For a knowledge and an understand- 
ing of the facts in the news are essential 
to rational political, economic and social 
conduct on the part of the citizenry. The 
substitution of opinion and sensation for 
factual information inevitably makes emo- 
tion, rather than reason; the basis of pop- 
ular action. What that development could 
mean in a democracy of the size and com- 
plexity of the United States, it is all too 
easy to imagine. 


The danger is not new, of course, nor is 
it likely to disappear. But the intelligent 
citizen can learn to cepe with it simply 
by learning to stop, look and listen. The 
next time a commentator or columnist 
puts out one of these appeals to emotion, 
consider who he is and what his purpose 
is. See how he documents his opinion. 


Hear the other side of the story. Above 
all, wait until all the facts are in before 
reaching a conclusion. Together, responsi- 
ble readers and a responsible press will 
be more than a match for scaremongers. 


Mr. Brannan’s Potato Headache

Secretary Brannan gets pretty close to 
the elementals in what he says about the 
new potato program. The Government sup- 
port of potato prices has been one of the 
major planning scandals to date. The tax- 
payers will have spent $50,000,000 this 
year for potatoes nobody wants and. they 
spent $200,000,000 last year. Potato sup- 
ports are mandatory for the new year. 

Mr. Brannan has pitched these new sup- 
ports at the lowest level permitted him by 
law—60 per cent of parity. But he is still 
not optimistic about relating prospective 
production to demand. On past experience, 
it is quite probable he will end up with 
another whopping surplus on his hands— 
and on the taxpayers’ backs. 

True, the Secretary has set a maximum 
production goal, which he has prorated 
among commercial potato growers. He has 
also worked out acreage allotments beyond 


which these growers (in theory) cannot go. 
But the only way he can enforce the acre- 
age allotments is to refuse to buy from 
growers who do not comply with them. 
Yet the effect of buying potatoes from 
growers who do comply will be to raise 
the market price of all growers, whether 
they comply or not. 

The best Mr. Brannan can do in the cir- 
cumstances is plead with the growers to 
be good beys: “On behalf of the general 
public and of those producers who want to 
prevent another wasteful surplus of pota- 
toes, and to protect the future of the pro- 
gram, I appeal to all growers to plant 
within the acreage allotments established 
for them.” 

In other words, Mr. Brannan is asking 
the farmers to be unselfish. But an un- 
selfish pressure group comes pretty close 
to being a contradiction in terms.

Between Book Ends 


Fifty Years of the Theater 


MATINEE TOMORROW, by Ward Morehouse. (Whit- 
tlesey House, 308 pgs., $5.) 

There was a time before 1917 when you 
could ‘see a top New York show for 75 
cents. Prior to 1929 there were over 500 
stock companies touring the United States 
and there was hardly a town of any size 
that didn’t offer legitimate theater almost 
every night during season. 

In the early 1900s many of the leading 
hits were produced for as little as $5000 
and good plays were so numerous that the 
star of a successful one often quit in the 
middle of a run in order to get started 
on some new play which had caught his 
fancy. A run of 100 performances was 
considered quite good and sufficient for 
an adequate return to the backers. 

That is some of the background about 
which Ward Morehouse writes in his “Mati- 
nee Tomorrow,” a story of 50 years of the 
American Stage. Mr. 
Morehouse, who is 
critic for the New 
York Sun, has ar- 
ranged a group of 
his opinions, anec- 
dotes and _ gossip 
about the American 
theater from 1898 to 
the present day. The 
author obviously is 
captivated by the 
stage and he has 
much to reveal. All 
of it is interesting 
— — - his in- 
ormation has little 

Ward Morehouse bearing on the art 
or the history of the theater. For instance: 
Alla Nazimova could double herself up like 
a snake. 

_ But the book is certainly a faithful chron- 
icle of the period it covers. In it you can 
find records of the dates of productions, 
the stars of the shows, what they ate, 
whom they married and divorced, what 
their real names were.

Meee “Oo HOME, by Mary Earle Gould. 

This book will be invaluable to the col- 
lector of wood and iron vessels and uten- 
sils that were a part of the daily living of 
our forefathers. Also for the historian and 
student of social customs, it is packed full 
of information about the primitive articles 
that give the domestic atmosphere of the 
early settlers. 

The style of writing is in effect a trans- 
cription from notebooks but the expert 
knowledge that the author conveys has 
been classified into conveniently cap- 
tioned chapters which make it somewhat 
easier to read and consult. 

Within the book’s pages are discovered 
odd bits of information. The origin of the 
terms “hoe-cake” and “jonny (Johnny) 
cake,” “cooky,” “noggin” and “buttry” are 
among the interesting facts set down. One 
becomes aware also of the quick adapta- 
tion of Dutch and English vessels to con- 
ditions in a new land and also of their in- 
fusion with designs of utensils fashioned 
by the Indians with whom they were in 
contact, which shows the keen observation 
and practical minds of the settlers in de- 
vising forms better suited to pioneer 
rather than yeoman living. 


‘ Not only indoor but outdoor tools and 
objects are considered. The indoor ones 
concentrate on the kitchen, the gathering 
place of the family, while the outdoor ones 
are those of the barnyard where the tend- 
ing of livestock, sheep shearing and goose 
plucking centered. 

The social life of the time is recounted 
in the chapter on “Food and Drii.& in the 
Old Days” with even a number of recipes 
included. | 

The serene and comfortable manner of 
living in the colonies such as is implied 
in the books on silver, old china and furni- 
ture of colonial times is not recorded here. 


The many illustrations’ make welcome 
pauses on each page but the book’s useful- 
ness for quick reference is handicapped 
by the lack of an index.

_ gy ORDAN CHAMBERS—known as the Black Mayor of St. Louis— 
qs Sat in his little hideout office at The Riviera night club and 
_™ talked of his views on political issues and personalities. Since 
Chambers is the most powerful Negro leader in the city and, since 
“the Negroes hold a balance of power in local elections, his views are 
worth listening to. 

First, as a piece of more or less ancient history, I asked him 
if he had o the $16,000,000 slum clearance bond issue. He re- 
plied softly that the Negroes were “reluctant” to support it, but soon 

e admitted that he himself was strongly opposed. His opposition 
Was based on the simple ground that no place was provided for the 
people to go if their: slums were 
torn down. “They got the cart 
before the horse,” he said. “In 
Chicago, where a similar proposal 
Was made, they had places to 
move the people. Here they 
didn’t.” The bond issue was 
slaughtered in the Negro wards. 

We turned to the Fairgrounds 
incident of. some months. ago, 
when violence followed the sud- 
den opening of a white swimming 
pool to Negroes. _ Chambers said 
that was a tissue of errors or 
“worse, and that it niight have re- 
sulted far more seriously. He 
cited the case of the Buder 
plsveround, which some time ago 

as transferred to Negroes. “In ; : 
that case,” he said, “careful prep- Veen ore 
arations were made. Meetings were held to tell people what was 
going to happen. Then, when the exchange was made, a police 
guard was posted for 24 hours or so. As a result, the transfer was 
entirely peaceful.”

CHAMBERS DOESN’T PLACE TOO much blame for the Fair- 
grounds incident on Director of Public Welfare O’Toole because of 
his newness in office and his inexperience. But he vehemently de- 
nounces Park Commissioner Baumes for the “worst malfeasance 
in office I nearly ever saw.” He says Mayor Darst should have 
fired Baumes forthwith and Chambers even suggests, fairly or 
unfairly, that Baumes’ part in the incident was designed to dis- 
credit the Democrats. As in the case of Buder playground, Chambers 
thinks any changé in the Fairgrounds pool should have been care- 
fully planned in advance. 

On civil service, Chambers is very bitter. He says that, in 
fact, St. Louis has “no civil service” because it has not been fairly 
applied to Negroes. He cited cases of well-qualified and well- 
educated Negro applicants who take examinations but who are 
never called for jobs. He thinks that moré public jobs should go

Had Chambers taken his complaint to Luther Ely Smith, Chau- 
man of the Civil Service Commission? No, he had not. I told him 
that Smith was one of the finest men in St. Louis and surely would 
not lend himself to injustice. I pressed the question as to why he 
had not seen Smith, but here alone—in the entire interview— 
Chambers was evasive.

WELL, WHAT ABOUT A FAIR employment law like the FEPC? 
Chambers said he did not think it did any good just to put a 
law on the books. It depends on how it is enforced. And he 
added: “I think it highly questionable whether you can or should 
tell a man whom to hire. It’s a highly technical business and I’m 


inclined to think that it is an infringement of man’s rights under | 


our Constitution. You don’t need laws to do things.” And he cited 
the “integration” of Negroes into the armed services as an example 
of how things should be done. 

Chambers is unhappy about the educational facilities for Negro 
children, One of the few times he has been in the public prints 
is as a plaintiff in a suit to restrain the School Board from 
building a grade school on the campus of Vashon High. The 
School Board found another site. Chambers said there.are 55 to 
60 children in Negro classes and that is too many. He said the 
Mayor has had two chances to appoint Negroes to the School 
Board but hasn’t dune so. (The second appointment has not yet 
been filled.) 

* * * 


AS TO MAYOR DARST, CHAMBERS, who helped elect him, is 
very dissatisfied with him. He says of the local Democratic party: ‘““We 
Negroes helped build. the house, but we are not living in it.” 
Chambers himself stems from the Igoe-McAfee-Priest section of 
the party and he is high in his praise of those three men. William 
L. Igoe in particular is Chambers’ ideal as a political leader. But 
as an early supporter of Darst ‘he supported him in 1944 in his 
unsuccessful primary fight against Patrick Burke), Chambers feels 
that he is not fulfilling campaign promises to deal equally with 
all segments of the population. 

Leading citizens to whom I spoke of Chambers mostly gave 
him high praise. He was described as a man “whose roots are 
deep in his people;” as “a great fellow,” a “real leader” and a man 
of “principle.” One of his friends added that Chambers is a smart 
business man who would not overlook the opportunity to “turn a 
quick dollar,” though it was made clear that he did not mean 
dishonestly. However, if such a thing as the policy game were 
permitted in St. Louis, he said Chambers would not hesitate at 
taking a cut. Chambers, as a matter of fact, told me he thought 
the police drive against policy was mistaken. He said it had been 
played here for 50 years and “if you take everything away from 


the people .. .”

‘Three-Day Conference Concludes With Goal 
of Merging Churches — Methods 
to Be Studied. 


GREENWICH, Conn,, Dec. 16 
(AP)—A permanent body aimed 
at eventual organic unity of the 
Protestant church in the United 
States was formed today at the 
conclusion of a three-day confer- 
ence on church union. 

Delegates from denominations 
with 14,000,000 to 16,000,000 mem- 
bers joined in summoning the 
rest of America’s 47,000,000 Prot- 
estants to work for “an organic 
union.” 

Bishop Ivan Lee Holt of St. 
Louis, president of the Methodist 
World Federation and of the 
Methodist Council of Bishops, was 
named chairman of the executive 
committee.

Peg Leonhardt is one of the 
two St. Louis girls in the continu- 
ous theater classes. The other is 
Marjorie Copher, a debutante of 
last season, who spent one eve- 
ning recently working backstage 
over a hot sewing machine repair- 
ing last minute rips in a costume.

Playing Canasta to Win 


By Albert H. Morehead 


ANASTA is the greatest “cir- 
C cumstancesealter-cases” game 
ever invented. Almost every 
decision is influenced by what has 
already been done in that deal— 
the score, the kind of game your 
opponents play, the number of 
ecards left in the stock, and the 
number of cards in the other 
players’ hands. And, of course, 
there is a tremendous difference 
in tactics between two-hand and 
four-hand play. 
Suppose in two-hand play you 
held the following: 


You have painstakingly accumu- 
lated this hand while your oppo- 
nent has taken up several packs. 
He has melded plenty of stuff in 
the course of doing so, but has 
not yet rolled up any menacing 


score, although he threatens to do 
so. Suddenly, with three cards 
already in the discard pile, he dis- 
cards a 5. Even with the minimum 
at 120 you could grab it and make 
a meld without necessarily reveal- 
ing how many cards you held in 
the kings and fives. Should you 
take the pack of 5-7-9-4? 


If this were early in the game; 
if your opponent had not already 
established his mastery over the 
pack, perhaps you should. You 
would have as good a chance as 
he of continuing to take the pack 
later, and if you succeeded you 
might. be able to roll up a sub- 
stantial score—something that you 
cannot hope to do if you play to 
go out concealed. 

However, at this stage of the 
game you should refuse the five. 
You already have the necessary 
two canastas and you are one card 
away from out. If you pick the 
pack you will be left with three 
unmatched cards and will need 
two successful draws before you 
can go out. If you refuse it you 
will need only one good draw. And 
after you have refused that 5 your 
incautious opponent may put it 
down later as the first discard of 
a néw pack, when it will put you 
out. 


workshop which has dye vats, 
power tools and a paint frame, an 
apparatus whereby scenery may 
be lowered into a pit below 
ground level for easier working. 

The most impressives item 
under construction was a “stone” 
chimney; the basic framework, 
when sprayed and painted, will 
resemble stone but was actually 
made of intricate swirls of tissue.

This season’s 
program, for example, ranges 
from “Romeo and Juliet” to “The 
Ascent of F-6.”" 

Along with the professional 
cast, students and professors from 
the University of Missouri take 
part, and during “Arsenic and 
Old Lace,” in which the 13 “bod- 
ies” buried in the basement take 
a curtain bow, prominent town 
and college men participated—to 
the audience’s amusement. (“I’m 
having a terrible time getting 
corpses today,” we overheard one 
student say.)

like Gunnell,. graduates of 

Yale Drama School. In his 
third year at Stephens, he direct- 
ed at Mount Julian College before 
the war, at a civic theater in St.
